MR, TAP T GRITICIZED 
OVER HIS CANADIAN 
TARIFF CONCESSIONS 


WASHINGTON — President Taft's Can- 
adian tariff agreement and its terms are 
sharply criticized at the CApitol today. 

“Canada was given all she wanted,” 
was the comment made by several sena- 
tors and congressmen, after they had 
carefully scrutinized the 13 numbers and 
ithe Canadian tariff basket clause, the 
lbenefits of which are now extended to 
ithe United States. 
| It was pointed out that the United 
‘States gives to Canada the benefit of the 
entire minimum lis€Nn return for conces- 


‘sions, enabling us to compete with other | 


countries in about only 35,000,000 worth 
‘of trade. There are, altogether, some 
13 countries enjoying the Franco-Cana- 
idian agreement under “most favored na- 
ition” agreements. Nine of these, the 
legislators point out, were totally disre- 
garded-—eliminated because they do not 
compete with us, the President says— 
then demanding concessions from Canada. 
Of the others we only demanded conces- 


sions on those articles in which we com- 


pete in the Canadian markets. That is, 
Spanish dried fruits, which compete with 
the California product, Swiss watch man- 
ufacturers, Austrian photographie ap- 
paratus, Japanese china and porcelain, 
ete, 

Several legislators wondered why wood 
‘pulp and paper were not included in the 
jvegotiations, but it was pointed ont that 
these products are automatically taxed 
{by the Payne law whenever an export 
tax or anv other restriction is imposed 
by the exporting country. 

President Taft late Wednesday af- 
ternoon signed the proclamation § ac- 
cording the minimum tariff rates to Cana- 
dian imports, and at the same time the 
basis of agreements between the two gov- 
ernments was announced by Secretary of 
State Knox. 


Canada accords to the United States 
the intermediate rate on 13 numbers, in- 
cluding about 40 articles of export from 
the United States and the blanket clause 
imposing a rate of 17.5 per cent on com- 
modities not otherwise enumerated in the 
Canadian tariff list. In addition the Uni- 
ted States proposes to take up later the 
question of reciprocal trade arrange- 
ments.

There were 
further reports today of fighting be- 
tween the natives and Liberian troops, 
though no serious clash has yet taken 
place. There are about 600 soldiers in 
the zone, opposed by several thousand 
unorganized natives from the Hinterland.

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“GRISELIDIS” PRODUCTION. 

SCAR HAMMERSTEIN grouped his 
\/ two mystery operas, “The Juggler” 
and “‘Griselidis” into his Wednesday pro 
gram at the Boston theater. “Griselidis” 
is one of the new pieces which the Man- 
hattan director brought home with him 
from Europe last summer. It had its first 
American production in New York on 
Jan. 19 of this year and it was given its 
first Boston presentation Wednesday eve- 
ning. The cast for Boston was the same 
as that for New York, save that the 
new French tenor, David Devries, sang 
the role of Alain, the shepherd, in place 
of Charles Dalmoyes. It was as follows:

The production contains two impressive 
out-of-door scenes, contrived successfully 
in the manner of the French stage man- 
agers by Mr. Coini—the river and mead- 
ow scene of tlie prologue and the planted 
terrace scene of the sccond act. The 
beauty of the first lay in the coloring 
of river and sky in the background and 
in the effect of a forest screen in the 
foreground—an effect similar to that of 
Mr. Coini’s oasis in “Thais.” The charm 
of the terrace scene of the second act 
came from a scheme of stage mechanism 
whgreby a parterre of flowers was 

isformed into a band of dancing will- 

»-wisps, who in turn were changed 
back at the close of the act into the 
flowers. - All this, as the illusion went, 
was done by Satan’s magic. 

Suffice it to say of the music that it 
was by Massenet and that Mr. de la 
Fuente took it almost as seriously as if 
if had been by Richard Strauss. The 
music of Strauss can be successfully 
performed by a conductor of analytical 
mind, like Mr. de la Fuente, but 
the music of the composer of “Grisel- 
dis.” Massenet’s opera, to have its ef- 
fect, must be interpreted in a large. not 
in a detailed wav, or else its charm 
vanishes. Strange that Mr. Hammer- 
stein’s conductor of last vear, Mr. Cam- 
panini, an Italian, should understand 
Massenet better than the French De la 
Fuente! But no stranger that Mr, Ham- 
merstein’s conductor of this vear should 
he such an admirable interpreter of 
Strauss as he proved himself to be at 
the “Elektra” production of Monday 
evening.

Hammerstein has made many 
this for his favorite 
and altogether praiseworthy project of 
bringing the new Strauss opera to 
America, and he has permitted his 
French operas, if the ‘Griselidis” pro- 
duction is fair to judge by. to lose some 
of their former elegance. Nobody ever 
quite understood how Campanini made 
the score of Massenet’s “Thais” inter- 
esting: but it is easy to see why Mr. 
de la Fuente Wednesday night made the 
“Grigelidis” score uninteresting. He al- 
lowell Massenet’s peculiarities of orches- 
tration to assert themselves so strongly 
that they took the character of manner- 
inms, 
phasized the Strauss idiosynerasies of 
scoring in “Elektra.” the better; for 
Strauss is a versatile composer. But 
Massenet is anything but a_ versatile 
composer, and when Mr. de la Fuente 
let the characteristic Massenet contrasts 
of tone color come to notice at every 
possible opportunity, he only empha- 
sized weakness. A sonorous passage for 
the brass section of the orchestra was 
followed by a quiet passage for the 
strings;- then a little interlude for the 
harp or for some reed instrument was 
made to do its service of color. Again 
and again the formula was repeated and 
never did the conductor undertake to 
hide its monotony. Mr. de la Fuente 
obtained marvelous shadings in every 
section of his orchestra and he seemed 
to bring. out some new idea of tone 
balance of his book; but he took Mas- 
senet with altogether too scholastic 
seriousness.

It were difficult to find an opera where 
the absolute artificiality of this form of 
drama is more in evidence than in the 
“Juggler.” Here a would-be miracie 
play of medieval France. vet so crammed 
full of modern Freneh sophistication 
that the touches of reverential feeling 
seem twice as much a mockery as the 
open sacrilege of Jean's “Ve éDeum to 
Wine.” Miss Garden is fascinating as 
Jean, first of all for her jithe and bound. 
ing motions, then for the half elfish shy- 
ness and for the iartnue assertion of 
freedom that breaks across her dis- 
tresses like a swallow’s wing ‘licking a 
troubled pool.

There has been a diversity of senti- 
ment as to conditions but ° sentiment 
often follows instead of leads: market 
movements. Conditions are sound and 
prospects for increased railroad earnings 
are very Several railroad state- 
ments for february, which.came‘to hand 
vesterday, showed large increases in 
gross and generally a favorable showing 
in net earnings. The Southern Pacific, 
with a gross increase $1.544,108 and 
a net increase of $509,772 for the month, 
held the lead in these statements. The 
Union Pacific reported an inerease of 
$1.542.461 in gross and $384,893. in net} 
Less favorable relation between gross 
and net was shown in the statements of 
some other roads, including the Erie, 
which with a gross increase of $261.738, 
reported a gain of only $21,579 in net. 
The increases reported by the Harriman 
brought their earnings for the 
short month of February up to more 
than $10,100,000 for the Southern Pacific 
and more than $6,300,000 for the Union 
Pacific. Union Pacific opened this morn- 
ing at 183, an advance of % above last 
night's closing price.

GROSS SALES OF 
IENERAL ELECTRIC 
ARE MUCH LARGER 


March Orders Came in at the 
Rate of Nearly Eighty 
. Million Dollars a Year, 
Showing a Big Increase. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


Gross sales of General Electric have 
shown a very satisfactory increase dur- 
ing the past two or three weeks. ~The 
March orders came in at the rate, of 
close to $80,000,000 per annum, which 
is the highest level attained by the com- 
pany in its entire history. In January, 
1907, gross sales for a brief ‘period did 
get up above the $80,000,000 per annum 
rate but quickly fell back to a much 
lower figure. 

As a result of the March ni uesment 
in orders received, the gross sales of 
seneral Electric for the first quarter of 
its current fiscal year, which now covers 
the calendar year, have been running 
at the rate of $70,000,000 per annum, 
fully $10,000,000 better tnan 
the best previous vearlw-rate in the 
company’s history.—the fiscal 12 months 
ended Jan. 31, 1907. if 

Because of the big volume of business 
coming to hand, General Electric 
making property additions involvipg a 
total outlay of between $1,000,000 ‘and 
$1,500,000, Among other things the 
company is building a huge storage 
house at its Pittsfield works to cost 
nearly $400,000, Another big building 
for the Pst ruction of electrical ap- 
paratugSiseaiise going. up at Schenectady 
and wi Brebably be used for making 
induction. motors, The company will 
be able to pay for the construction 
work from current cash without any 
discomfort. 

While General Electric sales have been 
showing greater relative expansion in 
the last month than either Westmghouse 
or Western Electric, the volume of busi- 
received by all three concerns 
now close up to top notch. One result 
that the copper consumption of the 
electrical companies is now larger 
before and if sustained over a full 
months it estimated that these 
three big electrical corporations would 
consume between 160,000,000 and = 170,- 
060,000 pounds of copper. This fully

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Superintendent Proves 
Patience a Virtue 


The efficiency of a railroad shop was 
very low—so much so that the higher 
officials decided that some radical change 
must be made in order to get better 
results. A capable superintendent was 
obtained and told to go ahead and if 
necessary clean out the old organization. 
Some of the foremen who realized that 
they_were “slated to go” became more or 
less antagonistic to the reforms inaugur- 
ated by the new man. To the surprise 
of these men and the management they 
were not discharged, “but the superin- 
tendent started in a patient campaign to 
bring them to a realization of the fact 
that théy were wrong and that their 
methods could be improved. 

As a result, in less than a year the 
. capacity of the plant had _ increased 
‘almost 50 per cent, and not one of the 
foremen had left the organization. New. 
men did not have to be imported who 
were unfamiliar with the conditions in 
the shop and the community, and time 
thus Jost in educating them for their 
positions. The foremen having the 
friendship and regard of the men were 
able, when they had their eyes opened, 
to do things which could not have been 
accomplished bv a newcomer. This ilJus- 
tration simply serves to show that a 
real executive can bring about splendid 
results in an organization which is ap- 
parently made up of ineapable men. 
The successful official must be able to 
inspire enthusiasm in and develop the, 
men under him.—American Engineer and 
Railroad Journal.

Sand Travels Far 


The travels of grains of sand have 
long been a matter of record, says Har- 
per’s Weekly. Years ago it was-estab- 
lished that particles picked up on the 
coast of Pas de Calais had their origin 
in the rocks of Brittany, from 120 to 180 
miles distant. Another standard fact is 
the discovery on the coast of Denmark 
of ehalk dust which undoubtedly came 
from the cliffs of Normandy.

Boston’s is an elaborate one; the high school population of St. Louis 
is 5 per cent and the ~ per pupil $32.08, in Boston it is 7 per cent 
and the average is $32.3 
Chairman Ellis ikas that within a comparatively few years the 
school expenses have nearly doubled, yet that does not necessarily

Camille Flammarion, the French astrono- || Tail 
iner, in his Jatest essay on the subject, brings | 

forward tlie possibility of our beholding a 
tailless comet. He states that in 1835, on 
the occasion of the last visit of Halley’s comet, a remarkable 
phenomenon occurred. During its perihelion passage, which took 
place on Nov. 16, the comet lost its tail, so that when it reappeared 
on the other side of the sun it had the appearance of a round nebu- 


losity, without an appendage, and it was only later, when it reached/ 


the distance of the planet Mars, that a new tail was formed. A 
peculiarity of the tail is that it does not follow behind the comet in 
the course it is taking but is projected %in a direction opposite to 
the sun. 

As for thehead of the comet, ‘Astronomer Garrett P. Serviss 
says it is probably xolid, but not a single solid body, He thinks it 
likely that it consists-of a multitude of solid particlés, lyke a close- 
packed mass of meteors. The fact that many comets-are known 
to have turned into meteor swarms strengthens this probability. 
The gaseous portion of the comet does not condense into crystals 
because there is practically no pressure exerted upon it in open space.
